Nursing  Arrangements. 

The  Hazel  Grove  and  District  Sick  Nursing  Association 
provide  two  nurses,  and  the  Bramhall  Association  one  nurse. 
They  undertake  the  nursing  of  patients  in  their  own  homes, 
if  of  a non-infectious  character.  If  at  all  possible  a small  fee 
is  charged,  but  the  Associations  are  supported  by  voluntary 
subscriptions.  The  District  Nurses  and  the  one  Midwife  prac- 
tising in  the  district  hold  the  C.M.B.  Certificate. 

Laboratory  Work. 

Twenty-seven  specimens  of  Sputum  were  sent  to  the 
County  Laboratory  during  the  year,  five  proving  positive. 
Sixty-five  specimens  for  other  diseases  were  submitted  either 
to  the  Stockport  or  Chester  Infirmaries,  or  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Manchester. 

Hospital  Accommodation. 

Six  beds  are  reserved  by  the  Council  at  the  Hyde  Hospitals, 
four  being  for  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  or  Typhoid,  and  two 
for  Smallpox.  Patients  who  cannot  be  isolated  in  their  own 
homes  are  removed  there,  more  beds  being  available  if 
required.  The  cost  of  maintenance  of  all  patients  is  borne  by 
the  Council.  All  cases  required  to  be  removed  were  admitted 
to  the  above  hospital  during  the  year. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  capacities  of  the  swimming  bath  and  juvenile  pool  at 
Bramhall  Park  Road  are  120,000  and  19,600  gallons  respec- 
tively. Purification  is  carried  out  by  a chlorination  plant  and 
Bell’s  filters,  the  water  in  the  large  pool  passing  through  the 
filters  about  once  in  every  twenty-four  hours,  and  that  of  the 
smaller  pool  about  once  in  every  forty-eight  hours.  The  filters 
are  cleansed  every  morning,  the  waste  water  from  the  process 
being  discharged  into  the  Ladybrook.  The  resulting  loss  of 
about  three  inches  is  made  good  with  Stockport  Corporation 
water,  all  water  used  being  from  this  source.  Sufficient  sani- 
tary conveniences,  separate  for  the  sexes,  together  with  a foot 
bath  and  a shower  bath  are  provided.  All  towels  are  provided 
by  the  bathers. 


Schools. 

In  the  district  there  are  three  well-equipped  schools : — 
Norbury  C.  of  E.  School. 

Hazel  Grove  Council  School- 
Bramhall  Council  School. 


All  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  Stockport  Corpora- 
tion mains,  and  the  sanitary  conveniences  have  been  inspected 
and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Housing. 

Slum  Clearance  Programme. — The  programme  is  now 
completed,  the  twelve  houses  included  all  having  been 
demolished. 

Overcrowding  Survey. — This  survey,  required  to  be 
carried  out  by  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  was  commenced  in 
December.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  FACILITIES. 

During  the  year  additional  sewers,  consequent  upon  new 
building  development,  have  been  laid  as  under : — 

Hazel  Grove : 1,403  yds.  Sewage  Sewers, 

1,005  yds.  Surface  Water  Sewers. 

Bramhall : 1,140  yds-  Sewage  Sewers, 

2,209  yds.  Surface  Water  Sewers. 

The  Council,  in  the  course  of  their  maintenance  work,  have 
laid  about  200  yards  of  new  Surface  Water  Sewer  in  Ack 
Lane  and  Moss  Lane,  Bramhall. 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  have  submitted  a 
report  following  an  investigation  as  to  the  position  of  the 
existing  Bramhall  sewers,  with  a view  to  advising  on  the 
subject.  They  have  also  examined  and  reported  upon  the 
feasibility  of  discharging  the  sewage  from  Bramhall  into  the 
sewers  of  the  Cheadle  and  Gatley  U.D.  Council,  as  an  alterna- 
tive to  remodelling  the  existing  Bramhall  sewage  treatment 
works. 

The  report  has  been  approved  by  the  Council,  and  the 
Engineers  have  been  instructed  to  prepare  a detailed  scheme. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  have  also  reported  to  the 
Council  on  the  existing  trunk  sewers  in  the  Hazel  Grove 
drainage  district,  with  due  regard  to  the  sewerage  require- 
ments of  the  Buxton  Road,  High  Lane  district.  This  report  is 
now  being  considered  by  the  appropriate  Committee,  and  their 
findings  will  be  submitted  to  the  Council  in  due  course. 

Buxton  Road,  High  Lane,  is  in  need  of  sewage  facilities, 
as  there  is  a considerable  amount  of  property  built  with  cess- 
pool drainage,  and  the  Council  have  a sewerage  scheme  under 
consideration. 

The  Council  have  decided  to  lay  a short  length  of  sewer 
in  Bean  Leach  Road  to  serve  a few  houses  already  built,  and 
to  provide  for  future  building  development.

Of  the  2,294  premises  scheduled  for  inspection  under  the 
above  Act  1,488  were  visited  during  1935,  for  the  purpose  of 
preliminary  enumeration,  by  the  two  temporary  enumerators 
employed,  the  occupiers  being  notified  prior  to  the  visits  in 
every  case.  The  measurement  of  rooms  in  the  possible  cases

Bacteriological  Examinations. 


Twenty-four  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  either  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  or  to  the  Municipal 
Bacteriological  Laboratory,  Salford,  for  examination  for 
tuberculosis  by  innoculation,  in  two  of  which  tubercle  bacilli 
were  found,  one  of  these  samples  being  from  a retailer  who 
obtains  his  milk  from  outside  the  Urban  District.
